aren't cracked is to install helicoils. There's no worry about what sticks to 
what 

and the resultant tapped hole is stronger than the original in most 
Situations. McMaster carry another brand but for once you can find them by

for helicoils. I recently had to buy a kit for #2-56 to repair some SCR-284 
connectors. 


The installation requires a drill bit of the proper size, a special tap, an 
installer and a tang breakoff£f tool.

The easiest and most secure fix is to drill out and tap the screw hole for 
an 8-32 set screw. That size is not terribly unusual for a 1/4 in. dia. 
shaft knob. Drill the hole out manually, i.e., with a bit in a drill vice, 
in order to avoid drilling out too much material or breaking the knob. 


Don't force the drill, work it gently. An 8-32 tap drill is #29 (.136 in.). 
Set screws are available from McMaster Carr.

>screws are 6-32 size.

>I'd appreciate some suggestions about how to refurbish these knobs so that 
>I can continue to use them. For example, is there some type of cement I 
>could put into the screw hole that would adhere to the side of the hole 
>but not to the shank of the screw, perhaps some type of "mold release" 
>that I could coat the screw with so that the cement would not adhere to 
>it? Ox could I try drilling and tapping the hole in the knob for a larger 
>sized setscrew?

>Any and all suggestions would be appreciated. I finally got the SSB-100 
>working pretty well (after cleaning out and repairing damage from a mouse 
>who moved in !!!@%#$!) Now I want to get the knobs back in place and get 
>it on the air before the bandwidth police declare it to be illegal.

Yesterday the fuse blowing problem reached new levels, each time (two 
attempts) the generator was turned on a fuse would blow. The unit was 
removed from the case, the power supply disconnected, a new fuse installed, 
and the unit switched on. Result - another blown fuse. 


The "Cinch-Jones" 2 spade jack that supplies power from the off/on switch to 
the power supply chassis looked a little rough so it was opened and removed. 
The interior of the jack case was full of rust and assorted crud. Being 
Sunday and not having a spare it was cleaned up. The cardboard "liner" was 
removed and a piece of shrink tubing substituted, then the jack 
re-installed. 


The unit is working properly, time will tell.

I once repaired tapped holes in a sailboat by filling the holes with filled 
epoxy and drilling and tapping them. Worked fine. Might not be strong 
enough for set screws unless they are seating on a flat.
